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Huge bill to repatriate bodies after wall collapse horror 

VICTIMS' FAMILIES 
FACING £5k COSTS

THE families of the men killed 
following a huge wall collapse at 
a recycling plant could be faced 
with a £5,000 bill to bring their 
loved ones home to Gambia. 

The figure was revealed as post-mortem 
examinations on the victims were due to 
begin. 

The operation to recover the men’s bodies was 
completed on Friday after a painstaking process 
lasting more than 24 hours. They were left buried 
under concrete and scrap metal after the 15ft wall 
made up of 1.5 ton blocks came down at Hawkswood 
Metal in Nechells, Birmingham. 

They were all Spanish nationals originally from 
the Gambia and their 
relatives are now des¬ 
perate to bring them 
home so funerals can 
be held. 

The families are be¬ 
lieved to have been 
quoted between £4,000 
and £5,000 to repatri¬ 
ate one body -meaning 
£25,000 might have to 
be paid in total to get 
them all home. Those close to the families are con¬ 
cerned they will struggle to raise the cash, especially 
as the men were from poor backgrounds and came 
to the UK to find work. 

The workers have been named locally as being 
from the city’s tight-knit 10,000-strong Gambian 
community. 

Saibo Sillah, aged 42, Ousman Jabbie, Moham¬ 
med Jangana, Alimano Jammeh and Bangaly Duku- 
reh were all married and with children, according to 
the city’s Gambian Association. 

Recruitment 

Members of the community said they were hard 
workers on minimum wage who had been employed 
through a recruitment agency. Some of the men also 
had links to the Black Country as they worshipped 
regularly in Smethwick. 

A sixth man injured in the accident is currently 
in hospital after suffering a broken leg although it 
is not thought to be life-threatening. 

A joint West Midlands Police and Health and 
Safety Executive (HSE) investigation is under way 
but is expected to take many months. 

Mr Sillah was a regular visitor to the Gambian 
Islamic Centre in Raglan Road, Smethwick, while 
more of the victims are also believed to have wor¬ 
shipped in the town. Mazhar Mohammed, chairman 
of the Jamia Mosque, in Corbett Street, Smethwick, 
said: “It’s tragic and a sad situation. My thoughts 
are with the family at this terrible time.”

Acts including the Junction 9 
Dancers, Elite Allstars - Cheer¬ 
leaders and Rick’s Martial Arts 
took to the stage to showcase 
pieces especially for the day. 

A yellow-themed stall in aid of 
four-year-old Sam Fellows, who 
has Deplegic Cerebral Palsy, was 
also on display. 

Sam was diagnosed with the 
rare condition in September 2013 
but now doctors have considered 
him for a special selective dorsal 
rhizotomy (SDR) operation used 
to improve muscles in cerebral 
palsy. 

But despite being referred to 
Leeds Hospital, funding for the 
operation was pulled in March. 
Now a campaign by parents Jen 
and Simon has got under way to 
raise as much money as possible 
to grant Sam his wish to walk. 

Local organisations including 
Age Concern, Wednesbury Gar¬ 
den Services and Sandwell Par¬ 
ents for Disabled Children also 
took part in the day.

Nursing recruits 
shake-up urged 

SANDWELL Hospital is struggling to recruit 
enough new nurses, it has been revealed. 

Bosses said there needed to be a 
shake-up of how staff recruitment was 
handled as the site was often losing out 
to rival units. Toby Lewis, chief executive 
of the trust which runs Sandwell Hospital, 
said the lack of nurses on the band five pay 
scale was the ‘single biggest issue’ facing 
the site. 

He said offers applications for roles were 
being received but the hospital was not 
making offers. 

Speaking at the latest trust board meet¬ 
ing, Mr Lewis said: “We are not where we 
need to be on hard-to-fill recruitment. We 
need to change the way we recruit.”

The chocolate facto¬ 
ry has unveiled its latest creation to 
mark the 400th anniversary of Wil¬ 
liam Shakespeare’s death. 

Expertly crafted from chocolate, 
there are references to the Bard’s 
finest work, with an intricately hand- 
piped portrait of Shakespeare, a giant 
book with excerpts from Sonnet 18, a 
3D Globe Theatre, Yorick’s skull from 
Hamlet, MacBeth’s knife, the poi¬

Warning on increase of 
rogue 

SANDWELL Council trading 
standards officers are warning 
residents there is likely to be an 
increased risk of rogue traders 
calling at their door over the next 
few months. 

As the weather improves, homeown¬ 
ers’ thoughts turn towards mainte¬ 
nance of their property. 

It is during this time of year rogue busi¬ 
nesses will target homes offering to carry 
out gardening work, repair or clean roofs, 
jet wash or resurface driveways. Rogue 
traders often use intimidating or aggres¬ 
sive practices, overcharge and give mislead¬ 
ing statements about the work they offer. 

This often leaves the homeowners left with 
poor quality work and out of pocket facing 
more bills to put problems right. 

Common scams used by rogue businesses 
can include: 

Offering to replace a tile or slate on 
the roof but then saying that water is 
getting into the roof and needs replac¬ 
ing urgently; 

Giving a cheap price to clear the 
garden but then charging much more 
for ‘extra’ work carried out; 

Stating they are working in the area 
and have a load of road/drive surfac¬ 
ing materials left over which will go 
off they aren’t used; 

Wary 

Stating they will replace rotten 
wooden soffits, fascia boards and gut¬ 
tering but using cheap plastic to cover 
the problem instead. 

Bob Charnley, Sandwell Council’s trad¬ 
ing standards manager, said: “Be very wary 
of anyone turning up on your doorstep of¬ 
fering to carry out work. Responsible trad¬ 
ers will know the rules and will supply the 
correct paperwork.” 

Advice from trading standards is to avoid 
agreeing to have work carried out on the 
spur of the moment when people knock 
on your door. Before starting a project, 
be clear about what is you want to do and 
have a broad idea of what you want to pay.

Hospital site hitting new heights

THE eagerly anticipated £350 mil¬ 
lion Midland Metropolitan Hospi¬ 
tal is taking shape, with its huge 
towers now a prominent feature on 
the skyline. 

Due to open in October 2018, 
the super-hospital in Smethwick is 
being created to provide maternity, 
children’s and inpatient adult ser¬ 
vices to an estimated half a million 
people. After securing the contract 
to build the Midland Met, Carillion 
pic began construction in January. 

The hospital will have 670 beds 
and 15 operation theatres, as well 
as brand-new diagnostic equip¬ 
ment. The Midland Met’s A&E will

replace emergency care facilities 
at City Hospital, while Sandwell’s 
General Hospital’s A&E will be¬ 
come an urgent care centre. 

The new hospital is only one 
of several major developments 
planned for Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, 
with an expanded intermediate care 
centre on the City Hospital site and 
the Sandwell Treatment Centre on 
the current Sandwell General Hos¬ 
pital site. The Sandwell Treatment 
Centre will house a large urgent 
care centre. 

Meanwhile it is not just the

increase of 
rail demand 
set to bring 
longer trains 

LONGER trains and platforms, more 
services and upgraded stations could 
be on the cards as rail travel demand is 
expected to increase 49 per cent in the 
next seven years. 

The steep rise in users is expected in 
the West Midlands and Chilterns region 
with an additional 24 million annual 
passenger journeys expected to be taking 
place in 2023. 

The routes, which links Birmingham 
and the West Midlands with London 
via towns in Warwickshire, Oxfordshire 
and Buckinghamshire, already caters for 
more than 50 million passenger journeys 
every year - a number predicted to in¬ 
crease to more than 100 million journeys 
every year by 2043. 

Through its multi-billion pound Rail¬ 
way Upgrade Plan, Network Rail is al¬ 
ready delivering improvements across 
Britain to provide passengers with a 
better railway and help boost economies, 
including the £750m redevelopment of 
Birmingham New Street station and 
the £250m upgrade of the railway near 
Stafford. 

A study was carried out by Network 
Rail to produce the figures. While the 
HS2 will provide more frequent, faster 
services from the West Midlands and 
surrounding areas to London, there is a 
need to upgrade the existing railway so 
passengers can easily access HS2. 

Martin Frobisher, route managing 
director for Network Rail, said: “It is 
vital that the rail industry continues to 
prepare for future challenges, not least 
how more people can access a vastly im¬ 
proved and expanded railway.” 

Droning on with 
NEC show's return 

ALL things unmanned and aerial are 
coming to the NEC this winter with the 
return of the UK Drone Show. 

Europe’s largest gathering of un¬ 
manned aerial vehicle (UAV) and drone 
pilots, enthusiasts and professionals will 
get a look at the latest and best in con¬ 
sumer drone technology and FPV - first 
person view - racing at the event on De¬ 
cember 3-4. 

Last year the show welcomed 6,500 
visitors but more than 8,000 are ex¬ 
pected this year, which has led the or¬ 
ganisers to double the hall space. 

The show includes an RC (remote con¬ 
trolled) car zone with indoor car racing 
and live drone workshops; an innova¬ 
tion zone featuring the best in drone RC 
start-ups and inventors; and a ‘smart 
home’ showcase from Avensys.

Hundreds 
of places 
needed for 
youngsters 

WALSALL Council still needs to cre¬ 
ate more education places to enable 
around 700 two-year-olds in the bor¬ 
ough access to early education. 

The council’s Schools Forum has 
been working for over a year now 
on creating more education places 
for two-year-olds as demand in the 
borough increases. They were given 
a £3.4 million capital and revenue 
investment of which around half is 
currently left. 

In a report, members were updated 
to the fact that around 31 per cent of 
spaces, equivalent to around 700 chil¬ 
dren, still need to be created. However 
the council will not be prioritising 
creating the new places until August, 
where it will reassess the take up. 

In the report it states: “By February 
2016, Walsall take up had increased to 
69 per cent and a decision was taken 
to let the market settle and reassess 
take up and demand in August 2016 
except in those areas where there 
was a clear identified unmet need and 
corresponding gaps in supply, namely 
Willenhall, Bloxwich and Birchills.” 

Once demand has been met, the 
council will use the remaining funds 
to look at creating sufficient places for 
the 30 hour extended offer for three 
and four-year-olds. 

From September 2017, the Gov¬ 
ernment will be increasing the offer 
from 15 to 30 hours for nursery aged 
children of eligible working parents, 
meaning it is up to the local authority, 
in this case Walsall Council, to work 
with schools and nurseries to make 
sure the places are available. 


No parking fee 
for Saunders 

FORMER Aston Villa player and 
Wolves manager Dean Saunders will 
not have to pay his eye-watering 
parking fee - with the money instead 
going to charity. 

The former Welsh striker left 
his car in the short stay car park at 
Birmingham Airport as he did not 
expect his nation’s team to go as far 
in the Euros as they did. But as the 
team reached the semi-finals, the bill 
topped £1,000 - with fans even setting 
up a crowdfunding page to help cover 
the bill for him. 

A spokesperson said: “The Welsh 
football team have made Wales proud 
and did amazingly well.

Imran Mahmood, from 
Smethwick, targeted two shops, steal¬ 
ing more than £1,600. He was jailed 
for 15 years at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. He threatened staff at Wind¬ 
mill News and Booze in Smethwick 
and Edgbaston Convenience Store. 

The crook was eventually traced 
after his wife’s car, which was used in 
the robberies, was spotted by police.

Five years jail for man 
found with stun gun 


A MAN has been jailed for five years 
after being found in possession of 
a stun gun which was disguised as 
a torch. 

Carl Welch kept the weapon at his 
home in Cradley Heath but was rumbled 
after it was discovered by police. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard there 
was no way of telling the item apart from a 
torch. 

But it was in fact a dangerous weapon capa¬ 
ble of causing serious harm if fired. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said Welch, 
aged 42, bought the weapon for £5 ‘from a 
man assumed to be a drug dealer’ but had no 
idea it was actually a designed stun gun. 

However, he later became aware that it was 
a weapon but did not hand it in, instead boast¬ 
ing that he had it and showing it off to friends, 
Mr Jones added. 

“Officers found what they described as a dis¬ 
guised firearm. There was no markings on it to 
identify it as a torch,” he said. 

“He said he didn’t know it was a stun gun 
when he bought it. He initially thought it was 
a torch.” 

Minimum 

Possession of stun guns carries a mini¬ 
mum mandatory prison term of five years and 
Judge Kristina Montgomery told him she had 
no choice but to send him to jail for what she 
called a ‘lapse of judgement’. 

She said she accepted he initially thought it 
was a torch but that the minimum sentence 
‘ought to apply’. 

She said: “That item gave all the appearance 
of a legitimate tool but was capable of firing 
a significant electrical output. I acknowledge 
what was said in mitigation but you came to 
know what it actually was and kept it in your 
possession for reasons only known to your¬ 
self.” 

The weapon was found at his home by police 
on January 22. Welch, of Greenfield Avenue, 
had pleaded guilty to possession of a disguised 
firearm at a previous hearing. He was told he 
would have to serve half of his sentence and 
would remain on licence when released. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, said: “He 
bitterly regrets what happened. He came by 
this item initially not understanding what it 
was. 

“Of course he accepts in due course he be¬ 
came aware of what it was.”

Suzy, from Wednesbury, lost 
her 19 year-old-son Joel, brother 
Adrian Evans, 49 and father Pat¬ 
rick Evans, 78 during the terrorist 
attack on Sousse beach on June 
26 last year where 38 people were 
kill ed. All three were Walsall fans. 

The football match was organ¬ 


ised for the second year running by 
Joel’s friends. 

“The event was lovely,” said 
Suzy. “A year on people are still 
remembering him and I hope that 
continues.”

Father locked up for 
slapping his baby boy

A 19-YEAR-OLD who ad¬ 
mitted slapping his seven- 
month-old son’s face has 
been locked up. 

The teenage father hit the 
youngster when he became ir¬ 
ritated by his crying, Sandwell 
Magistrates Court was told. 

After pleading guilty to wilfully 
assaulting, ill-treating or neglecting 
a child in his care when he first ap¬ 
peared in court on June 10, the fa¬ 
ther, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, returned to receive his sen¬ 
tence last Wednesday. 

Prosecutor Mr Kulbir Paul said 
the offence happened at the home of 
the mother of the child on April 19, 
where the defendant was babysit¬ 
ting. “When his son wouldn’t be 
quiet he became angry and slapped 
his son twice to the face,” said Mr 
Paul. The slaps left the baby with 
red marks to his face, including visi¬ 
ble finger marks, with the reddening 
later turning into bruising. 

Police 

Realising the gravity of what 
he had done, he then phoned the 
mother who quickly returned to the 
property, with the police and social 
services then also called to the ad¬ 
dress. Mr Paul added: “Thankfully 
there were no lasting injuries.” 

Miss Amber Merrell, defending, 
highlighted that the father had 
immediately made this call to the 
mother and waited at the address 
for the authorities to arrive. 

The defence solicitor told the 
court that her client had first met 
his former partner when they were 
both at college and her pregnancy 
had come as a shock to him. Ever 
since the announcement he had 
suffered with his mental health and 
had been taking medication. 

“He was swept up in the relation¬ 
ship being resumed, and because 
of the ad hoc way in which it had 
been he had not taken his medica¬ 
tion with him,” said Miss Merrell. 
Sandwell magistrates sentenced the 
baby’s father to 16 weeks in custody, 
and he must also pay a £115 victim 
surcharge.

Child porn 
shame sees 
paramedic 
struck off 

A PARAMEDIC’S child porn shame 
has seen him struck off after he was 
convicted of six charges of making 
indecent or pseudo photographs of a 
child. 

Andrew Grant, aged 36, down¬ 
loaded more than 11,000 images and 
four movies of children as young as 
three and four. Of his haul, which 
were discovered on two computers, 65 
images and one movie were classed in 
the Category A most extreme forms of 
sexual abuse of children. 

Two movies and a further 65 im¬ 
ages were of the second most serious 
Category B nature, while one movie 
and 11,331 images at Category C level 
were also downloaded by Grant. 

He has been struck off the Health 
Care Professionals Council register 
following his conviction at Birming¬ 
ham Magistrates Court. 

A panel of the HCPC Conduct and 
Competence Committee heard that 
Grant resigned from the West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service on 23 Octo¬ 
ber, 2014 after 13 years service after 
admitting to the police that he had 
been viewing child pornography for 
five to 10 years through an internet 
site. He had not shared the images. 

Grant was sentenced at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court on November 2, 
2015 to a total of six months impris¬ 
onment, suspended for two years, 
a supervision order for two years, a 
Sexual Harm Prevention order and 
a requirement to undertake a Facing 
Forward rehabilitation programme. 

Panel Chairwoman Pamela Mansell 
said Grant posed a real risk to the 
public and could not be kept on in a 
position of trust. 

She said: “He has been complicit 
in child sexual abuse and exploita¬ 
tion of children by downloading por¬ 
nographic images of children over an 
extensive period of time.” 

The mitigating features taken into 
consideration by the board included 
the fact that Grant cooperated with 
the police, made admissions and 
pleaded guilty. He had a previously 
good record during his career. 

£3,100 payout 
for landlord 

A LANDLORD has been made to pay 
£3,100 for harassing his own tenant. 

Ishfaq Ali Hussain wanted the 
tenant out of the Birmingham prop¬ 
erty and arrived with henchmen who 
brought a large speaker into the house 
to play loud music. The yobs banged 
on the doors and made threats, Bir¬ 
mingham Magistrates Court heard. 

Hussain, aged 44, of Witton Road, 
Aston, was fined £1,000 and ordered 
to pay £1,000 in costs and £1,000 in 
compensation to the tenant and a 
victim surcharge of £100 after being 
found guilty of harassment. 

An investigation was launched fol¬ 
lowing complaints, which led to Hus¬ 
sain being convicted by Birmingham 
City Council. The tenant was at a 
property in Russell Road, Moseley on 
July 30 when the threats were made.

TWO expert clinical transport servic¬ 
es have joined together to improve the 
care offered to the most poorly babies 
and children. 

KIDS, which provides specialist 
management and transport of crit- 
ically-ill children across the region 
and the West Midlands Newborn 
Transfer Service (NTS), which sup¬ 
ports and transport babies including 
the most fragile and premature to the 
right neonatal units, have formally 
integrated. 

It’s expected that more than 2,000 
patients each year will be transferred 
to intensive care and specialist units 
each year through the new service, 
hosted by Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital, ensuring the right care is 
provided in the right place, at the 
right time. 

Bosses say the immediate benefit of 
the new service is the provision of a 
single telephone number, not only for 
KIDS but now also for NTS - offering 
access to a one-stop shop for health 
professionals from across the West 
Midlands and beyond. Using a state- 
of-the-art communication system, the 
co-ordination of neonatal referrals 
will be improved, with benefits to ba¬ 
bies, their families and those making 
referrals. 

Moving forward, the service’s fleet 
is due to be upgraded this autumn 
with four new bespoke ambulances 
fitted to meet the critical care needs 
of the babies, children and the pro¬ 
fessionals that care for them teams. 
A dedicated emergency response car 
is also expected at the same time to 
improve responsiveness. 

Mary Montgomery, clinical director 
for urgent and critical care at Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospital, said: 
“By combining our experience and 
expertise from KIDS and NTS we’ll 
be able to further improve the care 
we provide. This has been the driv¬ 
ing force since we started our journey 
around six years ago.” 

Activities for 
the over- 60 s 

A MULTI-ACTIVITY class for peo¬ 
ple over 60 is proving popular in 
Sand well. 

Instructors say the sessions have 
already taken off at Portway Lifestyle 
Centre in Oldbury.

first UK dark store to open

ICELAND is set to open its first ‘dark 
store’, serving online shoppers, on a 
Tipton trading estate. 

The frozen food giant has around 
860 stores UK wide, including a 
growing number of its bigger food 
warehouses, but this will be the first 
site completely devoted to its growing 
army of internet shoppers. 

Iceland has run deliveries from 
its shops since 1996 and relaunched 
its online shopping in 2013. It now 
makes 200,000 deliveries a week from 
stores and its internet business. 

But this will be the first so-called 


‘dark store’. These usually resemble 
a conventional supermarket but are 
not open to the public, housing goods 
and groceries used for online orders. 

Property agency Harris Lamb has 
let the final 18,000 sq ft unit on the 
Link One Trading Estate in Great 
Bridge to Iceland and it is due to go 
into operation from next month. 

Tom Morley, who oversaw the deal 
for Harris Lamb, said: “This is a great 
brand to join the existing companies 
located at Link One. 

“The estate is well managed, and 
the units have all been refurbished 


to a high specification, making them 
very appealing given the current 
shortage of high quality industrial 
stock in the region. Add to that the 
site’s gated, has 24-hour CCTV secu¬ 
rity, and it’s easy to see why the units 
have been in very high demand.” 

No-one from Iceland was available 
to comment and it is not known how 
many people will work there. But ear¬ 
lier this year Iceland was hailed Brit¬ 
ain’s best online store in a Which? 
annual supermarket survey, ahead of 
Waitrose and Ocado, as well as Morri¬ 
sons, Tesco and Sainsbury’s. 


Nuisance beggar Poles 
are sent back home 


TWO Polish men who blighted a 
town centre by begging, shoplift¬ 
ing and being drunk have left the 
UK following an immigration crack¬ 
down. 

Jerzy Rawszewski, aged 65, and a fel¬ 
low countryman, were the subject of re¬ 
peat complaints from residents, shoppers 
and retailers in West Bromwich. 

Officers from Sandwell Police detained the 
pair on May 17 when they were found sleeping 
rough in appalling conditions in a disused out¬ 
house just off the High Street. 

Officers said a nearby hotel had also com¬ 
plained of two homeless men matching their 
description sleeping rough and using a stair¬ 
well as a toilet. 

The pair, shown in a CCTV image issued by 
West Midlands Police, were offered help with 
alcohol addiction and housing support but of¬ 
ficers say the men refused. 

Both had been in the UK for longer than 
three months and were shown to be in breach 
of European Economic Area rules by not work¬ 
ing, looking for work, studying or being finan¬ 
cially self-sufficient. 

Voluntarily 

Rawszewski was removed from the country 
on June 9 while the other man, a 59-year- 
old, who police have not named, had already 
agreed to return to Poland voluntarily and was 
escorted to Luton Airport just hours after his 
detention on May 17. 

Pc Steve Horton, from West Bromwich Po¬ 
lice station, said: “The men had become a real 
nuisance in the town centre and Carters Green 
area and caused significant alcohol-related an¬ 
ti-social behaviour. 

“They were living in awful conditions and 
such was the state of the mess that Environ¬ 
mental Health was called to help with the 
clean-up. We had served them with warning 
letters and offered support and advice on alco¬ 
hol addiction and housing but they refused to 
engage or accept offers of help. Another Polish 
man, aged 60, was returned to his home coun¬ 
try in February after he was found sleeping in 
a cramped, disused electrical shed. He too had 
caused persistent alcohol-related anti-social 
behaviour over the course of the three years. 

“Since his return to Poland he has passed 
his thanks to us, through a third party, for our 
intervention as he now has a hostel and is seek¬ 
ing help with issues of alcohol dependency.” 


Joy as Florence hits her century

THE son of a centenarian who 
made bombs in the Second World 
War believes knitting and a 
cheeky bet on the nags is the se¬ 
cret to her longevity. 

Florence Blocksidge celebrated 
her 100th birthday with a special 
party at Ridgeway Court Care 
Home in Sedgley on Saturday, 
and opened her telegram from the 
Queen. Her son Roy, aged 73, said: 
“I don’t really know what her se¬ 
cret is, she’s been on blood pres¬ 
sure tablets for the last 50 years. 
Maybe they’ve helped, maybe it’s 
in the genes. 

“She was a very good knitter, 
she made all sorts of things, but 


she was especially good at making 
thick jumpers with patterns on 
the front. She liked a bet on the 
horses as well. She says she used 
to be a bookmaker’s runner back 
when betting was illegal.” 

Since she was born on June 26, 
1916, Florence has had an event¬ 
ful life. She was born and grew 
up in Tipton, and enlisted in the 
British Army. 

She worked in an ammunition 
factory and it was during her time 
in the forces she met her husband 
Ron. They married in 1941. They 
settled in Coseley, and had sons 
Roy and Graham, who is now 68. 
Ron passed away aged 71. 


Roy said: “She was born in Tip- 
ton and lived there for most of her 
life. She was married in 1941, her 
and our father were in their army 
uniforms when they married. 

“She lived in Coseley, and then 
lived in Brewood with my brother 
for about 10 years before moving 
to the care home” 

He added: “She worked for 
Beatties in Wolverhampton for 
25 years in the kitchens of the 
restaurant. That was her final 
working place and she put in 
some service. She’s been a bit 
overwhelmed with everything but 
it was a good day. The home put 
on a very nice spread.”

Hanged father 
'couldn't cope' 

A FATHER-OF-FOUR who was found 
hanged in West Bromwich had been 
struggling to cope with his work, an 
inquest opening heard. The body of 
Martin Cadman, a self-employed rig¬ 
ger from Kent, 
was discovered 
on wasteland 
in the Carters 
Green area. The 
33-year-old went 
missing three 
days earlier. 

An inquest in 
Oldbury heard 
Mr Cadman had 
been staying in 
Oldbury for work. 

Senior coroner’s investigator, Bon¬ 
ita Poole, said: “He was finding work 
difficult. It was far too much for him 
to cope with and it interfered with his 
home life. His cause of death has been 
suggested to the coroner as asphyxia 
due to hanging. The inquest will re¬ 
sume on August 19.

AT my local branch of Boots at the 
weekend, a very charming shop assistant 
asked: “Is it a present?”

IT is hard to believe it is 20 years since 
the Wolverhampton teddy bears’ picnic 
horror, where paranoid schizophrenic 
Horrett Campbell attacked children at a 
nursery school with a machete. 

The youngsters protected by the self¬ 
less actions of nursery teacher Lisa Potts 
are now grown up, and it is heartwarm¬ 
ing to see the positive, mature way that 
victims Ahmed Malik and Francesca 
Quintyne have come to terms with the 
ordeal. Ahmed, now 23, says he does 
not have any feelings of ill-will towards 
Campbell, and was saddened by a head¬ 
line from the time which described him as 
the “Face of Evil”. 

He said: “That made me angry. It did 
not take the issue of mental illness seri¬ 
ously. He was not evil, he was ill and was 
not fully aware of what he was doing.” 

Fran, now 24, has a degree in psychol¬ 
ogy and is working at a hospital. “I want 
to help prevent people with mental prob¬ 
lems doing the sort of thing that Horrett 
Campbell did,” she says. 

It is hard to blame anybody for thinking 
that Campbell is evil. But mental health 
is the great elephant in the room which 
people have avoided discussing in polite 
society for decades. And while the likes 
of Campbell will always hit the headlines, 
there are many other people quietly suf¬ 
fering with conditions which could be 
prevented if only mental health was taken 
as seriously as physical health issues. 

Good luck to both Fran and Ahmed. 
Let’s hope their wise words are taken se¬ 
riously and that something positive can 
come out of their ordeal.

JEREMY Corbyn kept a low profile 
throughout the Euro referendum, nom¬ 
inally supporting a cause many thought 
his heart was not in.

True crime writer Simon 
Golding tells TOBY NEAL 
how he shed new light on 
a notorious child murder 


AN author who says he has uncov¬ 
ered evidence which sheds new 
light on the unsolved murder of pa¬ 
perboy Carl Bridgewater. 

True crime writer Simon Golding, from 
Bridgnorth, has detailed his findings in a 
book which has taken nearly two years 
to write. He was also was involved in a 
recent Channel 4 television documenta¬ 
ry in which Bert Spencer - a convicted 
murderer who has lived under a cloud of 
suspicion that he killed 13-year-old Carl 

- was interviewed by a top criminologist. 

Spencer vociferously denied any involve¬ 
ment in the 1978 killing, for which four men - 

- who became known as the Bridgewater Four 
were convicted - but subsequently cleared by 
the Court of Appeal in 1997. 

Carl is thought to have disturbed burglars 
while delivering a paper to Yew Tree Farm at 
Prestwood, in countryside near Stourbridge, 
and was shot dead at point blank range. 

Golding’s book is called Scapegoat for Mur¬ 
der: The Truth About the Killing of Carl 
Bridgewater and was originally due to be 
launched last September. 

But Simon was approached by the televi¬ 
sion team and worked closely with them, and 
agreed to delay publication until after the doc¬ 
umentary was broadcast last month. 

It takes its “scapegoat” title from a phrase 
often used by Spencer. 

Simon, who used to live near the scene of 
the killing, said: “It is a misconception that I 
am in any way in support of Bert Spencer. 

“My only loyalty was to the truth and to try 
to seek justice for the violent and senseless 
murder of a 13-year-old boy. This story is so 
very tragic and close to my heart. I lived in 
Stourton and could see Yew Tree Farm, where 
the murder took place, from my attic bedroom 
at age 16. 

“I watched the police combing the area for 


clues. I knew a few of the witnesses, together 
with the doctor who first found Carl’s dead 
body. 

Personal 

“Carl’s father worked for my late father and 
I had worked next to Brian Bridgewater before 
I became a journalist, writer and producer in 
1994, so it was somewhat personal to me.” 

The book, he says, was written neither to 
exonerate nor incriminate Spencer. 

“It is up to the reader to make their minds 
up,” he said. 

The author says that when Spencer was in 
prison for the murder of Hubert Wilkes, he 
had written a series of notes and essays in 
the form of a rough manuscript, which were 
passed on. The documents were a crude rant 


at his accusers, including campaigning jour¬ 
nalist Paul Foot. Although little was usable, 
Simon conducted his own investigation and 
came up with his own conclusions. 

“I started my journey with contact from 
Bert Spencer, due to an unrelated incident as 
his late brother, Don, shared a mutual friend - 
I was trying to track this friend down as it was 
coming up to my 50th birthday. 

“Of course, I knew all about Spencer being 
a major suspect in the murder of the paper¬ 
boy. This was when the Bridgewater Four 
campaign was starting up. I built up an odd 
friendship with Spencer and he found out I 
was a writer. 

“In the early days I was a campaigner for 
the Bridgewater Four. Then, after my early 
dealings with Spencer, I got more involved. 


“I started writing the book and tried to 
be objective and I went through the process 
letting Bert have his right of reply, but also 
checking up on certain events where informa¬ 
tion was available. 

“I had obviously interviewed Spencer face- 
to-face many times and I think it was fair to 
say he would paint himself in the best possible 
light. All my conclusions in the book challenge 
some of the information shared with me by 
Spencer.” 

Simon added: “On many TV and other 
media interviews Spencer talks about ‘his’ 
book, which is totally incorrect - I have full 
rights and Spencer has not actually read my 
book!” 

He said the book was selling well and was in 
the Amazon bestseller list for true crime.

WHAT if Quentin Tarantino 
had written ‘Macbeth’ - and 
then made it in to a film?

There's nowhere to hide, 
rogue police are warned

A DOG charity with branches 
across the region has benefitted 
from £100,000 in donations from a 
leading pet care firm. 

Spectrum Brands which owns the 
IAMS and Eukanuba brands in the 
UK and Europe, donated the cash 
to three animal rescue charities as 
part of the company’s ongoing com¬ 
mitment to animal welfare.

WEST Midlands Police has 
pledged there is ‘no hiding place’ 
for rogue officers who abuse 
their position through acts of 
gross misconduct. 

It comes after a report revealing 
the number of officers that have been 
sacked, resigned or retired while un¬ 
der investigation for serious breaches 
of the police code of conduct. 

A total of 833 officers, ranging in rank 
from constable to Chief Superintendent, 
appear on the Disapproval Register, which 
covers the period from December 2013 to 
November 2015. 

The number includes 25 officers dis¬ 
missed by West Midlands Police for gross 
misconduct, plus a further three who re¬ 
signed before gross misconduct hearings 
were finalised, but who were believed to 
have had a case to answer. 

Misconduct 

Head of professional standards, Ch Supt 
Andy Nicholson, said: “Our officers swear 
an oath to serve the people of the West Mid¬ 
lands with fairness, integrity, diligence and 
impartiality. The overwhelming majority 
are loyal to that promise.We welcome the 
publication of the Disapproved Register. It 
shows there is nowhere to hide for police 
officers who have behaved in a way that 
amounts to gross misconduct.” 

The most common gross misconduct of¬ 
fences nationally were giving false evidence, 
data misuse, failing to perform duty, strik¬ 
ing up relationships with vulnerable people 
encountered in line of duty, and fraud. 

Officers appearing on the register are 
banned from re-entering the police service. 

College of Policing standards manager, 
Det Supt Ray Marley, added: “There is a 
misconception that police do not report 
wrongdoing by their colleagues - but this 
is clear evidence that they are confronting 
unacceptable behaviour and using formal 
misconduct mechanisms to hold their col¬ 
leagues to account.”

Chief admits concern amid 
rise in gun crime reports 


POLICE’S arrest of a Tipton man suspected 
of possessing firearms and ammunition, is at 
the centre of fresh fears of increased confi¬ 
dence among gangs pushing up gun crime. 

Police chiefs have revealed the problem across the 
West Midlands, with the number of weapons fired 
doubling from an average of five per month to 10 per 
month at the turn of the year which saw four men 


killed. 

Dave Thompson, Chief 
Constable of West Midlands 
Police, said new action had 
‘ceased’ the regularity of 
shots fired but that he still 
remained ‘worried’ about 
the number of guns avail¬ 
able. He said officers had 
worked ‘ferociously hard’ to 
tackle gun and gang culture. 

He told a recent strategic 
policing and crime board 
meeting: “I am grateful for 
the work the investigation 
teams have done. I am still 
worried about the level of 
availability of firearms that 
exist. That’s not to say we 
are at European levels or 
the dark days of the early 
2000s, but I think we have 
seen increased availability. 

“Government work on 
antique guns is on-going 
because we see a trend of 
antique weapons here in the 
West Midlands.” 

A report by Mr Thompson 
said the rise was believed 
to be ‘related to disputes 
over, or robbery of, drugs

combined with an increased 
(although still limited) 
availability of firearms and a 
growing confidence of gang 
nominals’. 

The force established Op¬ 
eration Captiva to clamp 
down on the return of gun 
crime to the West Midlands’ 
streets. Since January 88 
raids have taken place with 
13 guns recovered. 

Two loaded handguns and 
live ammunition were recov¬ 
ered from a house in Tipton 
last month and a 35-year-old 
man was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of possession of fire¬ 
arms and ammunition, as 
well as drugs offences. 

Mr Thompson added: “We 
are robust at tracking them 
down. Our pace to chase 
down intelligence has in¬ 
creased considerably.” 

“The problem has not 
gone away and it won’t go 
away, but the force has 
taken good steps.”

Going underground - to help 
RAF win the battle for the skies 


IT was the cold nights that my 
grandmother most often re¬ 
called about her time working at 
Drakelow Tunnels. 

Her day would start early at 5am, hav¬ 
ing to catch the train and bus to the under¬ 
ground military complex, before returning 
home late at night. 

Florence Brassington was around 22 
when she started working at Drakelow, 
and was among hundreds of workers based 
there. The site beneath the countryside near 
Kinver was at the time top secret. Drakelow 
Tunnels were built in the 1940s by the Gov¬ 
ernment and run by Rover to manufacture 
aircraft parts to supply Britain’s war effort 
during the Second World War 

It was spread across miles of tunnels deep 
underneath countryside that is now Kings- 
ford Country Park, between Stourbridge 
and Kidderminster. 

As it was so secretive, there were no 
photographs taken of Florence while she 
worked at the factory. My father, Paul

Brassington, said: “It used to come as a 
shock to me when I would ask her, as a 
young lad, what she did in the war. 

“She said she used to work in an under¬ 
ground factory making aircraft components. 
I kept asking where it was and I asked her 
to show me one day when we went there. 

“She took me to the edge of some sand¬ 
stone rocks, which were heavily overgrown, 
and she said this is the entrance where we 
all used to go in. It seemed hard to compre¬ 
hend behind that entrance there was miles 
and miles of tunnels. 

“She used to recall starting really early 
in the day and had to walk along country 
lanes when it was pitch black. She longed 
for the nights when it was crisp and frosty. 
She said the sky would be really clear and 
you could see the stars twinkling and shoot¬ 
ing stars flying across the sky.” 

Her journey to work began by walking 


around a mile from her home in Laurel 
Road, Dudley, to Dudley Port railway sta¬ 
tion. From there she travelled to Kidder¬ 
minster and caught a bus for the workers. 

“She would say the tunnels seemed to go 
on for ever. It was all brightly lit by fluores¬ 
cent lamps which made it look like daylight 
inside.” 

Engines 

The construction of Drakelow Tunnels 
began in June 1941. It was initially planned 
to house a shadow company for the Rover 
car company in Birmingham, which at the 
time was manufacturing engines for Bristol 
Aeroplane Company, originally the British 
and Colonial Aeroplane Company. 

The factory was called Drakelow Un¬ 
derground Dispersal Factory, and on com¬ 
pletion covered around 250,000 sq ft, with 
tunnels that spanned for three-and-a-half 
miles. The complex was designed by Sir 
Alexander Gibb & Partners and was esti¬ 
mated to cost £285,000. However, that fig¬ 
ure went on to exceed £1 million. 


The factory went into full production in 
May 1943. Inside were dormitories, a radio 
studio, workshops, offices, toilets, electrical 
equipment and a communications facility 
with telephones. 

The manufacturing was split into two 
main areas, where the aircraft parts were 
made and then polished to high specifica¬ 
tions. 

“I asked mom, was it dull and tedious 
working there?” Paul recalled. “She said 
‘yes’, but there was a war going on and it 
was part of the war effort for our country to 
survive. They supplied her with aprons, as 
she was a machinist, to stop the splashing 
of chemicals.” 

Up to 700 people were said to work at the 
factory, mostly women as men were fight¬ 
ing in the war. They worked hours 10-hour 
shifts, starting at 7.30am. 

Drakelow Tunnels were later converted 
into a Cold War nuclear bunker but were 
de-commissioned and sold by the Govern¬ 
ment in 1993. 

Florence passed away in 2010, aged 89.

the past at canal open day 


ALMOST 400 people took the plunge 
as they visited a drained Smethwick 
canal to learn about its history while 
vital repair work took place. Water 
has been drained from the Smeth¬ 
wick Lock One canal along the Old 
Mainline Canal in Birmingham as a 
result of the essential maintenance. 

The Canal & River Trust invited 
people to walk along the bottom 
of the canal as part of an open day 
on Saturday, in a rare opportunity 
to see the 200-year-old brickwork 
exposed. “We’re delighted that so 
many people came along to see the 
lock on Saturday,” said Ian Lane, 
waterway manager for the Canal & 
River Trust in the West Midlands. 

“Particularly when the weather 
was so bad at the start of the day. 
Our open days are a fascinating 
showcase which give local people the 
chance to get a behind-the-scenes 


look at some amazing craftsmanship. 
To see the waterways’ original 18th 
century design and understand the 
scale of the work we do to care for it, 
is a real privilege for the community 
to see and experience. Replacing the 
lock gate at Smethwick Lock One is 
part of the essential work we do to 
maintain this historic waterway in 
our care. 

“We care for a remarkable net¬ 
work of historic waterways which 
are still working just as they were 
designed to in the industrial revo¬ 
lution. Keeping them open and safe 
requires a huge amount of planning, 
investment and craftsmanship and 
involves a wide range of experts.” 

The work on the lock started on 
June 27 and is planned to run for 
six weeks at a cost of £32,000, which 
involves a high skill level of crafts¬ 
manship. 



Silent protest held in 
city after shootings 

A SILENT protest was held at Birmingham’s Bullring 
shopping centre following shootings in America in which 
two black men were killed by police. Dozens gathered 
outside Waterstones in the city centre on Saturday af¬ 
ternoon, many with tape over their mouths. 

Others taking part in the Black Lives Matter protest 
were holding placards with messages calling for ‘justice’ 
and to ‘end police brutality’. 

At 2pm the Black Lives Matter protesters met up with 
more than 100 people taking part in a demonstration 
calling for charges to be brought over the death of a Bir¬ 
mingham student in police custody. An inquest last year 
ruled prolonged restraint and a failure to provide basic 
medical attention contributed to the death of Kingsley 
Burrell, who was detained under mental health laws. 

The six week inquest also found that a covering placed 
over the 29-year-old’s face should have been removed by 
ambulance workers, hospital staff and police. 

Mr Burrell died at the city’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
in March 2011, four days after he was detained following 
a disturbance.

First world 
War heroics 
honoured 
with stone 


A COMMEMORATIVE paving stone in trib¬ 
ute to Tipton First World War hero Joseph 
Davies will be unveiled during a local com¬ 
munity history day 100 years after his brav¬ 
ery earned him the Victoria Cross. 

Tipton Royal British Legion is co-ordinating the 
free event at Victoria Park on Saturday July 23, 
which includes a military band and parade. 


The event is supported 
by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund (HLF) and runs from 
10.30am to 4pm. 

The commemorative pav¬ 
ing stone, funded through 
a Government scheme to 
remember First World War 
recipients of the Victoria 
Cross, will be unveiled at the 
war memorial in the park 
by members of Corporal 
Davies’ family at 10.45am. 
The Mayor of Sandwell, 
Councillor Julie Webb, will 
be attending the unveiling. 

Volunteers 

There will also be live 
entertainment, historical 
activities, local community 
groups and fun for all the 
family. Sandwell Council 
and volunteers from local 
groups, including Tipton 
Community Association, 
Tipton Civic Society and 
Tipton Camera Club, are 
supporting the event. 

The aim of the commu¬ 
nity living history day is to 
display and demonstrate life 
in the First World War and 
help members of the public 
in historical family research. 
They will be encouraged to 
share their memories of 
family members who an¬ 
swered Kitchener’s call. 

With help from profes¬ 
sionals, the information

gathered will be digitally 
recorded and an online in¬ 
teractive archive will be 
created. 

Corporal Davies, a Royal 
Welch Fusilier in the British 
Army, received the Victoria 
Cross from King George V 
for his bravery at Delville 
Wood, France, on 20 July 
1916. 

Separated from their com¬ 
pany, he and eight men were 
surrounded in an enemy 
counter-attack. Corporal 
Davies got his men into a 
shell hole and, by throwing 
bombs and opening rapid 
fire, successfully fought the 
attackers to join up with the 
rest of the company. 

Later rising to the rank 
of staff-sergeant, Joseph 
Davies died aged 86 in 1976.

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Manor revamp move 
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Hoping for lottery funding, museum curator Frank Caldwell, at The Manor House 

Spend a night at the zoo 


VIRTUAL reality will feature 
at West Bromwich’s Manor 
House Museum as part of 
£2.5million plans to restore 
the 700-year-old building, it 
has emerged. 

Museum bosses want to carry¬ 
out work to uncover the building’s 
unique features which have been 
covered up through the decades. 

Lottery funding worth £2m is being 
applied for in November - with work 
hoped to start a year later. 

Sandwell museums manager Frank 
Caldwell revealed details of the pro¬ 
ject, he hoped ‘would extend the mu¬ 
seum’s reach to the public’. 

He said: “We have ideas to bring the 
people who have lived in the house to 
life - telling their stories through the 
ages. One way we are looking to do 
this is bringing in virtual reality. 

Original 

“We looked at headsets, but with big 
technology there is a fear it will break 
- so it is more likely we would use a 4D 
projector on the walls.” 

Mr Caldwell said the projector would 
be used along displays and staff, who 
would tell the story of the building - 
one of the most important surviving 
medieval timber-framed buildings in 
the Midlands. 

The work would also see some of the 
original features that have been lost 
during alterations made to the build¬ 
ing over the decades will be restored. 
Accessibility would also be improved 
and a lift installed. 

A special archive would be created. 

The building was originally built by 
Richard de Marnham in the 1270s but 
in more recent times it has had sev¬ 
eral uses including a pub and restau¬ 
rant until 2009. It opened as a visitor 
attraction run by Sandwell Council’s 
museum service in 2010. 


DUDLEY Zoo is offering anyone who 
ever wondered what happens after the 
site closes the chance to find out on a 
twilight tour. They will be able to see 
what happens as keepers settle the an¬ 
imals down for the night. 

The event, next Friday, will include 
a behind-the-scenes guided tour with 
opportunities to feed and interact 
with a variety of exotic species, in¬ 
cluding lorikeets, sealions, penguins 
and meerkats.

ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs. 

SANDWELL and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations.

THIS week we highlight: 

DR NICK MAKWANA 
DIRECTOR of Paediatrics 



WHEN Dr Nick Makwana was 
at medical school, he had 
two main interests - paediat¬ 
rics and psychiatry. 

To help him choose between 
them he decided to do two six 
month long placements - one in 
each field - but after spending six 
months on City Hospital’s chil¬ 
dren’s ward he chose paediatrics. 

Now Director of Paediatrics at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust (SWBH), Nick is a 
very busy man. His specialities are 
infectious diseases and allergies and 
he runs clinics in each, as well as a 
clinic for kids who have caught infec¬ 
tions through their mums while in the 
womb or from abroad. 

He has also rejuvenated the allergy 
service, expanding it so it runs nine 
clinics a month across the Trust. The 
team now includes a dietician, immu¬ 
nologist and a nurse who skin tests, 
as well as providing immunotherapy 
for hayfever and a desensitisation 
programme for children intolerant to 
milk and egg. 

Different 

“No two days are ever the same 
here,” Nick explains. “Even if I run 
the same clinics week by week, the 
patients and their stories are always 
different.” 

Learning is a big part of Nick’s job 
role, and he is also the undergraduate 
lead for fifth year medical students at 
the trust. He sets national and inter¬ 
national examinations in paediatrics 
and works alongside other hospitals 
in order to standardise the approach 
to children with allergies. He has re¬ 
cently been awarded the prestigious 
title of Accredited European Paediat¬ 
ric Allergist by the European Academy 
of Allergology and Clinical Immunol¬ 
ogy - one of only 16 in the UK. 


“It’s great to be recognised for the 
developmental and educational work 
that I do because it’s something I’ve 
been passionate about for so long,” 
he says. “Improving care for children 
across the region is something I’m 
proud to have taken part in.” 

The paediatrician cites two moments 
as his most significant. “Being nomi¬ 
nated for the staff awards by a patient 
and her parent was hugely gratifying. 
The fact that a patient took the time 
to nominate me and turn their experi¬ 
ence into something positive for myself 
means a lot to me. 

“I will never forget one patient I 
had, who was young and had to be put 
on an end of life care plan. Her par¬ 
ents were clearly and understandably 
very distressed, and her father was 
obviously finding the situation tough. 
After his daughter died I had to go into 
their room to certify the death, but I 
also wanted to offer the family my 
commiserations. The father stood up 


from his chair and there was a part of 
me waiting for the punch to come, but 
what I got instead was a hug. 

“He thanked me for helping them 
have a few extra days with their 
daughter, and they are a family I will 
truly never forget. It almost makes 
me cry now thinking back, because it 
helped reiterate why I do what I do.” 

For Dr Makwana, there’s one true 
NHS Hero in his eyes, and that’s Nye 
Bevan: “Free care for all was such a 
fantastic vision to have had, and for 
him to have carried it through and for 
it to still be in operation now is just so 
commendable.” 

He’s a big family man. “I have two 
children, a girl and a boy,” he said. 
“We love going on bike rides and walks 
as a family, and I also love reading, 
dancing, and going to concerts. Hav¬ 
ing a young family is great because it 
keeps me grounded, but it also makes 
sure I am always alert, aware, and pre¬ 
pared for a new challenge!”

Stacey Morris, diagnosed with 
breast cancer two years ago, is deter¬ 
mined to make every moment count, 
after being told the cancer has spread 
to her liver and is now terminal. And 
there was not a dry eye in the house 
as the 27-year-old married her long¬ 
term partner Gavin Stanley, also 
27, at a packed service at St Bart¬ 
holomew’s Church in Wednesbury in 
front of family and friends. Despite 
being in a wheelchair for months the 
bride bravely found the strength to 
walk down the aisle and enjoy her first 


dance with her husband. The moving 
ceremony, saw the release of doves and 
Bob Dylan’s Make You Feel My Love, 
made famous by Adele, performed by 
local singer Helen James. 

And the couple’s four sons - six- 
year-old Oily, Reece, aged three, Jo¬ 
seph, two, and Charlie who is just five 
months, were also all christened after 
the wedding. 

Everyone then made their way to 
the reception at Greets Green Sports 
Bar and Social Club, before the couple 
set off on their honeymoon to Rhyl. 

Family friend Sue Peters said: “The 
day was fantastic, and Stacey who has 
been in a wheelchair for months, found 
the strength to walk with a stick. And 


she was able to have her first dance.” 

Stacey was diagnosed with breast 
cancer back in November 2014, after 
finding a lump following the birth of 
her son Joseph. Since then she has un¬ 
dergone chemotherapy, a mastectomy, 
and radiotherapy, and had further 
major surgery to remove tumours in 
her brain and fluid around her heart. 

Her mother Debbie said of the cer¬ 
emony: “I loved it, I even wore a hat 
and a dress, and that’s something I 
never normally do.” 

She was also delighted singer Ga¬ 
reth Gates, who Stacey has been a fan 
of since his Pop Idol days, took the 
time to send her a video wishing her 
well on the big day on June 25. 


Driver is 
banned for 
year after 
cyclist dies 

A WOMAN who caused the death of 
a cyclist through careless driving has 
been banned from the wheel for a 
year. Tammie Morrall, aged 41, struck 
Nicky Brinton from his bike in Har- 
borne as she passed parked cars. 

Former Perryfields High School 
student Mr Brinton, who lived in 
Quinton, was taken to hospital but 
died a short time later. 

Appearing at Birmingham Magis¬ 
trates Court, Morrall, of Galton Road, 
Bearwood, was given a two-year com¬ 
munity order and banned from driv¬ 
ing for 12 months. 

She was fined £250 and told to 
pay costs of £185 and a £60 victim 
surcharge. She had pleaded guilty to 
causing death by careless driving at 
an earlier hearing. 

A collision investigator concluded 
that the accident had been caused by 
the Focus driven by Morrall. 

Mr Brinton’s death was followed by 
family tributes, which said he was a 
‘thoughful and considerate person’. 

Devastated 

In the statement, the family said: 
“Nicky was the most thoughtful and 
considerate person, who had a real 
positive, fun-loving attitude to life. 
He will be hugely missed by his fam¬ 
ily, we are all devastated at his loss.” 

At the time he was knocked down, 
his brother Mitchell was riding with 
him. He said he and his brother had 
been cycling for more than two years. 

He said: “He loved nothing more 
than coming home from work and 
going out on his bike with his mates 
and his family having the sense of 
freedom to concentrate on nothing 
but the road ahead.” 

Writing on Facebook at the time, he 
said: “To my brother, my best friend 
and, as always, the better cyclist. Rest 
easy my brother.” 

When the accident happened, par¬ 
amedics were sent out to the scene to 
help Mr Brinton. He was in traumatic 
cardiac arrest and CPR was carried 
out by passers-by.

New Zealand's weird 
and wonderful creatures 


N ew Zealand’s breathtaking 
scenery and landscapes 
have been used as the 
setting for various big-budget films 
over recent years, including 
Wolverine, The World’s Fastest

Dinosaur-like reptiles still prowl 
here, while insects have become 
giants, birds lose the power of 
flight and behave like badgers, and 
the people who settled here have 
also developed their own unique 
culture. 


Across New Zealand life battles 
the natural forces - which shaped 
its past and continue to drive life 
there today. One of the most 
geologically active countries on 
earth, it’s a beautiful but dangerous 
place to live, regularly rocked by 
earthquakes, volcanic activity and a 
wild and wet climate.

T HERE are around 11 million denture 
wearers in the UK and it’s not just the 
elderly who require them.

16 to 44 have false teeth.

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Added kudos for XC90

Volvo’s XC90 has been around 
for a little over a year, but in that 
time, it’s already secured a stack 
of awards and is proving hugely 
popular with buyers too. It mixes 
sensible design with attractive 
looks and is even more spacious 
and practical than the old car. 

But now the crowing glory of the 
XC90 range has arrived in the shape 
of the T8 model. Combining a 2.0-litre 
petrol engine that is both turbocharged 
and supercharged, with an electric 
motor and battery pack makes the T8 
a plug-in hybrid, and one that has the 
potential to deliver some impressive 
performance and economy figures. 

Only the keenest of eyes will be able to 
distinguish the T8 from its conventional sib¬ 
lings. Chiefly, it is the discreet badges front 
and rear that are the most obvious changes, 
but also the additional filler flap on the front 
wing which gives access to the charging 
connections. This car then doesn’t make a 
fuss about its capabilities; it is as discreetly 
handsome as all the other XC90s you can 
buy. 

That’s no doubt part of the reason why it 
holds so much kerb appeal. 

Where much of the competition has de¬ 
cided that bold or even brash is the way to 
design a large SUV, the more subtle Volvo 
approach is welcome. 

It’s not just a pretty face however, as the 
XC90 is even more of a family wagon than 
before. Up front there’s acres of space, 


even with the wide transmission tunnel, the 
second row is comfortable and spacious too 
while the third row is one of the more useful 
in the class and is easy to access too. The 
boot is useful in seven-seat mode and huge 
in five-seat configuration, and plumping for 
the air suspension means you can raise and 
lower the rear end for easier loading. 

Once installed in that attractive cabin, 
there’s little to tell you that the XC90 T8 has 
a significantly different powertrain. It has four 
modes to marshal what’s available; hybrid, 
where the car sorts out the best use of en¬ 
ergy for itself, pure which uses electric only, 
power mode where both petrol engine and 
electric motor work at the same time to give 
four-wheel-drive and finally save mode, 
where the battery’s charge is maintained un¬ 
til you choose to use it. 

Seamlessly 

In hybrid mode, the petrol engine is 
dormant at low speeds and while the battery 
is charged, but should you prod the accel¬ 
erator hard enough, it chimes in seamlessly. 
As with a regular hybrid you can add charge 
back into the battery by careful use of the 
brakes, helping it to reach the claimed elec¬ 
tric-only range of 27 miles. 

On the flip side, in power mode the T8 
is something of subtle rocket ship. There’s 
401 bhp available with both engine and mo¬ 
tor combined, enough to propel it to 62mph 
from rest in only 5.6 seconds. Using it this 
way means higher fuel consumption of 
course, but the official NEDC combined fig¬ 
ure of 134.5mpg and 49g/km of C02 means 
it qualifies for the Government grant. 

There’s no doubt the T8 is a relatively ex¬ 
pensive car - £60,455 in Momentum guise 
as tested here - but if it suits the way you

need to use your car, it also has the poten¬ 
tial to be very cheap to run. 

The specification is also quite lavish; sat¬ 
ellite navigation on the large 9-inch touch¬ 
screen, powered leather seats, aluminium 
trim, 19-inch alloy wheels and a power tail¬ 
gate to name just a few. 

If you have almost any combination of 
kids and adults, the XC90 T8 can cope with 
it, making it a superb family vehicle. On the 
other hand, if you have to commute into a 


city, having that saved electric mode is a 
handy bonus, especially as you can relax 
in the sumptuous cabin while you do it. It’s 
a luxury car for sure, but one that justifies 
the expense. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Capable 

If this car was a: a stereo, it would be 
tasteful, capable of incredible sounds, but 
also smart enough to cut your electricity 
bills at the same time

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Spectacular 
package in 
new Superb 
Skoda estate

Skoda’s new Superb Estate is a big car - and 
it needs to be just to carry off its impressive 
array of awards just a few months after its 
launch. 

With prices from under £20,000 its combination of 
comfort, low running costs and sheer space set the 
standard in its class, and indeed leave manufacturers 
of cars at twice the price somewhat red-faced. 

It isn’t only the critics and fleet managers who are 
impressed by the Superb: while overall sales are still 
overshadowed by the enduringly popular Fabia and Oc- 
tavia, the Skoda flagship’s figures are up by a staggering 
80 per cent. 

Space is the Superb’s forte. The rear seats easily ac¬ 
commodate three adults and with an impressive 157mm of 
rear leg room there’s little to compare outside the world of 
stretched limos. 

Then there’s the estate’s 595 litres of cargo space - 
stretching to 1,950 litres with the rear seats folded. 

While it sits on the same platform as the Superb hatch, the 
estate is actually 47mm wider, too, for even more shoulder 
room. 

The wheelbase is stretched by 80mm, so that the estate 

- which shares the same sculpted lines as the hatchback 

- looks long, low and purposeful, with minimal overhangs. 
It helps to make best use of interior space and improves 
the larger car’s handling characteristics. The styling works 
so well it almost belies the sheer practicality of this serious 
load-lugger. 

The test car rejoiced in the rather unwieldy name of SEL 
Executive Greenline trim, which basically means that at 
£26,715 it comes with a high specification but its accent is 
nevertheless firmly on fuel and tax efficiency. 

Powered by a 1.6 litre, 120PS turbo diesel it claims an 
average economy figure of 76.4mpg and a tax-busting 95g/ 
km of C02 emissions - so no VED and low benefit-in-kind 
rating. 

That figure is, for a car of this size, pretty staggering: 
around 60mpg is probably a little more realistic in real-world 
driving, but it’s still impressive. 

Its 0 to 62mph time is 11.1 seconds but that may be a little 
misleading: after all, who buys a big estate to take part in the 
traffic lights grand prix. 

What is more important is that the 250Nm of torque from 
just 1,600rpm, provides plenty of pulling power from low 
speeds, flexibility through the gears and flowing, relaxed 
progress, 


Options 

Driving is effortless, and the estate never feels its true size 
as you thread your way along winding rural roads. 

There are other engine options, of course, including tur¬ 
bocharged petrol units producing from 125 to a whopping 
280PS (the latter reserved for the all-wheel drive Superb 
variant). 

There also 2.0 litre diesel options, with power outputs 
from 150 to 190PS. Some of those offer more rapid accel¬ 
eration, but none match the 1.6TDi Greenline’s economy 
figures, zero road tax and lowest (19 per cent) company car 
tax, which may make it the top choice for fleets. 

The test car’s equipment list is a long one, with 17-inch al¬ 
loys, seven airbags, dual zone climate control, electric win¬ 
dows and door mirrors, and electrically powered tailgate, 
rear parking sensors, headlamp washers and an eight-inch 
colour touchscreen for the satnav, audio and connectivity 
systems. 

It also comes with adaptive cruise control, a radar-based 
system which helps to keep you a safe distance from the car 
in front: when traffic slows, so do you, and when it moves 
freely again you accelerate to your chosen setting. 

If you’re not using it, for example around town, there’s a 
front assist system with emergency braking to prevent rear- 
end shunts. 

There is also a full range of electronic safety systems, 
from stability and traction programmes to hill hold assist and 
cornering brake control. 

The top specification, most powerful and four wheel drive 
Superb Estate costs almost £36,000 which may sound ex¬ 
pensive but in comparative terms it still has the competition 
beaten. 

But at entry level, for £19,840 (£800 more than the equiv¬ 
alent hatchback) the estate’s combination of space, comfort 
and practicality offer great value for money: you could pay 
more for a modest family hatchback. The Greenline costs 
more but promises considerably reduced running costs in 
tax and fuel. 

Given its qualities it comes as no surprise that the car has 
already won numerous best estate and car of the year titles. 
It even has the canine vote - specially adapted versions are 
now being used as police dog carriers.

The motor industry, like any other, has fash¬ 
ion trends and currently it’s the crossover, or 
sports utility, which is the catwalk model. 

Now virtually every car maker now produces a ver¬ 
sion of the family hatchback on steroids, with some¬ 
thing of the styling of a 4x4 (although many of those 
sold tend to be two wheel drive only). 

It’s that styling, plus the generally higher seating posi¬ 
tion for better visibility and easier access, which appeals to 
many buyers - just as, all those years ago, the practicality 
of hatchbacks wooed them away from traditional saloons. 

It could be argued that one of the first to move into this 
field was, in fact, a company with years of experience in pro¬ 
ducing all wheel drive cars who then, and still now, sees it¬ 
self as a niche manufacturer, catering for gaps in the market. 

But now Subaru has given its compact SUV, the XV, a 
major makeover to ensure it is still up there as a credible 
competitor for the plethora of more recent rivals. 

The XV is a little smaller, and more affordable, than the 
company’s Forester which has a relatively small but none¬ 
theless dedicated following among the country set for whom 
a tough four wheel drive car with a comfortable interior is 
seen more as a necessity than a lifestyle choice. It’s big all¬ 
wheel drive estate, the Legacy Outback, remains equally 
popular among the same customer base. 

The 2016 XV gets a more contemporary look on the out¬ 
side, a smart new interior with some of the latest technol¬ 
ogy and equipment, and a revamped drivetrain which is 
now leaner and greener than its predecessor. And while it 
remains a capable offroader, courtesy of Subaru’s proven 
symmetrical all-wheel drive system (honed to perfection on 
its Impreza rally cars) and generous ground clearance, its 
steering and suspension have also be tuned to provide an 
improved ride and handling on the road. The fact that the XV 
is lighter, and has greater ground clearance than most of its 
rivals, complements its abilities on and off the road. 

One of the few things which hasn’t changed is the price 
- from £21 ,£995 with the test car, a top of the range SE Pre¬ 
mium, coming in at £25,995. With its permanent four wheel 
drive, lower running costs than its predecessor and the 
wide-ranging improvements, that makes it a strong com¬ 
petitor against rivals such as the sector’s biggest seller, the 
Nissan Qashqai. 

Trademark 

All XV versions are powered by Subaru’s trademark boxer 
engine, a 1,955cc, four cylinder horizontally opposed tur¬ 
bo diesel, which the company retains for its low centre of 
gravity and added stability. The distinctive sounding unit has 
148bhp and a hefty 350Nm of torque on tap, which with a 
few technical upgrades and higher gearing is four per cent 
more. Fuel economy increases to 52.3mpg according to of¬ 
ficial laboratory tests with C02 emissions reduced from 146 
to 141g/km, taking it down a Benefit in Kind tax band. Mean¬ 
while in the real world, my test saw an average of 45.6mpg, 
still impressive for a car with permanent four wheel drive. 

The gearing may be higher, but it hasn’t blunted the XV’s 
useful 9.2 seconds for the 0 to 62mph sprint time. More im¬ 
portantly, it’s tremendously flexible, capable of pulling away 
smoothly from a low 1,000rpm. 

The suspension is well-damped so that it smooths out the 
bumps on some of our poorer B-roads. 

With its retuned electric power steering and four wheel 
drive system, it feels like winding country roads are the XV’s 
natural habitat: it turns in and tracks accurately through the 
bends with little of the rock and roll you might expect of a car 
which is so capable off road. 

On the outside, this latest XV gets updated headlights, 
plus a new front grille and bumper, while at the rear there is a 
discreet roof spoiler and LED combination light cluster. New 
diamond cut 17-inch alloys complete the makeover. 

But it’s the interior where Subaru has made the biggest 
improvements, with higher grade materials including metal¬ 
lic and high glass black trim, and, in the top of the range test 
car’s case, leather upholstery with contrasting red stitching. 

There’s a new, clear instrument binnacle for the driver 
and in the centre console a hi-tech seven-inch colour touch¬ 
screen for the infotainment and, on the SE Premium, navi¬ 
gation systems. 

The XV is a full five-seater, with plenty of head and leg- 
room even for those in the rear. 

It’s well equipped for winter driving, with front and side 
demisters, heated wipers and door mirrors, and heated front 
seats. 

On the safety front, it has seven airbags, ABS, brake 
assist, hill start assist, and a dynamic control system and 
cruise control. 

With its 2016 revamp the car now competes on a level 
playing field in terms of technological features and creature 
comforts with its more mainstream rivals. And with lower 
running costs and no price rise!

The Hyundai Tucson ticks all the right boxes, 
particularly if you are a fleet buyer or compa¬ 
ny car driver. 

So it’s little wonder that the Nissan Qashqai rival 
has been named as “Best Mainstream 4X4” by Busi¬ 
ness Car Magazine - after all they’re the people who 
should know about those things. 

The awards are determined by the fleet industry itself, with 
the Tucson’s striking design, cost-efficiency and practicality 
securing the top spot for Hyundai - and I’d have to say if I 
was still in the company car business I would be taking a 
serious look at this model. 

This is without doubt the most impressive product Hyun¬ 
dai has released to the fleet market where there’s masses 
of competition. It’s a massive leap forward for the company 
and has quickly become its best seller. 

Designed to be class-leading in several key areas, the 
Tucson picked up the prestigious award by offering best-in- 
class whole life costs, residual values and boot space along 
with improved standard equipment, boosting comfort, con¬ 
venience and safety across the range. 

Impressed 

The Tucson Premium 2.0 CRDi on test was good looking 
without being outstanding and you quickly got the idea that 
this model wasn’t built to attract the driver looking for indi¬ 
viduality and stunning performance. 

This is for the man or woman impressed by combined fuel 
figures of 54.3mpg and C02 emissions of 139g/km and the 
driver impressed by space and practical motoring. 

Mind you there’s still a top speed of 114mph, 0-62mph in 
10.9seconds and an impressive list of standard equipment 
which includes 19 inch alloys, a rear spoiler with LED inte¬ 
grated brake lights, front silver skid plates and a chrome 
effect radiator grille. 

The well-spaced six-speed gearbox and automatic four 
wheel drive system make the Tucson easy to drive and han¬ 
dle with plenty of traction and very little corner lean, though 
the steering may not feel quite as precise as some rivals. 

If space is important to you then the Tucson may be just 
what you are looking for because this is the class leader 
with loads of storage space in the cabin, a huge boot and 
comfortable seating for five. 

The 2.0litre CRDi on test would cost you £28,425 but you 
get a lot for your money with an outstanding five year unlim¬ 
ited mileage warranty which includes roadside assistance 
and annual health checks. 

Hyundai is noted for safety levels and the Tucson is no 
exception. There’s a full size alloy spare wheel. AEB emer¬ 
gency braking, ABS, electric parking brake, six airbags, 
downhill brake control, an emergency stop signal, hill start 
assist, an immobiliser, lane keep assist and tyre pressure 
monitoring. 

There’s heated front and rear seats, automatic headlights, 
cornering lights, climate control, electric door mirrors, fol- 
low-me-home lights, parking sensors, speed limit informa¬ 
tion, a blind spot detection system and rain sensing wipers. 

The cabin is functional rather than revolutionary with an 
8inch touchscreen containing the Sat/Nav system, reversing 
camera, Bluetooth connectivity and all the radio controls. 

If £28,000 is out of your reach there are other, less ex¬ 
pensive models in the range. You could pick from S, SE, SE 
Nav variants and if you don’t need four wheel drive the price 
drops further. 

It’s easy to see why the new Tucson has become Hyun¬ 
dai’s best seller.

Looking 
good on 
paper and 
on road

IF you look at the figures that estate cars 
boast about it’s not hard to spot who takes 
top spot in the sales charts. 

Among smaller estates (that’s a relative term these 
days) the Skoda Octavia rules the roost, topping the 
Ford Focus and Vauxhall Astra. And with their rear 
seats fold flat, that’s the same order they make when 
load space is measured. 

If style matters, then practicality matters more when 
you’ve a family and all their stuff to move around, it seems. 

Still, you’d never call the latest Astra estate - or Sports 
Tourer in Vauxhall speak - a noticeably small car. It meas¬ 
ures only a little more on the outside than before but that 
brings more headroom for front seat passengers, extra leg- 
room in the rear and a usefully bigger boot. 

Clever design (a lighter car needs smaller brakes and 
wheels, for instance) brings benefit in economy and emis¬ 
sions, helped too by this Sports Tourer being the most 
streamlined estate ever from the griffin brand. 

This latest Astra Sports Tourer (built, like the hatch at 
Ellesmere Port in Cheshire) has a range of engines that 
mix better economy (and less weight) and emissions than 
before, with the 110 horsepower diesel achieving 83mpg in 
official tests and a modest 89g/km from the tailpipe into the 
bargain. 

Higher up the food chain we reach Vauxhall’s newish Bi- 
Turbo diesels, all with 1.6 litres and up to 160 horsepower, 
enough for 137mph top speed and acceleration near identi¬ 
cal to the bigger 2.0 litre engine it displaces. 

So, the new Sports Tourer is bigger inside and more eco¬ 
nomical than before. That ought to give Vauxhall confidence 
as it sets out to topple the upstart Skoda in the sales chart. 

But perhaps the biggest weapon of all is a range that 
costs less than before; in one case (the posh Elite) there’s 
a £1,870 saving. 

Of course, list prices at the part of the market where Vaux¬ 
hall operates are only a starting point as fleet manager start 
their negotiations, but they can now begin from a lower 
base. 

Prices start at £16,585 with the SRi and SRi Nav versions 
(£19,885 to £24,090) the likely most popular, taking 40 per 
cent of sales. 

There’s good news on insurance too, with all the new¬ 
comers occupying a lower and cheaper slot. 

Range highlights, says Vauxhall, include the 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder Turbo Start/Stop ecoFLEX model priced from 
£17,285. 

With a five-speed automatic transmission, the same mod¬ 
el achieves 97g/km C02 emissions. 

That means no road tax - and a smug expression on the 
driver’s face, no doubt. 

The range-topping 200 horsepower petrol 1.6-litre is avail¬ 
able in SRi trim priced from £21,725. 

Diesels includes the 1.6-litre Whisper Diesel with 105 
horsepower (prices start at £18,785) that achieves 83.1 mpg 
and C02 emissions of 89g/km. 

On some versions of the new Sports Tourer there is 
the option of adding OnStar which includes a live link to 
someone sitting in Luton who will assist with everything, 
from help after an accident to asking if you’re OK should 
the car tell them an airbag has gone off, something it does 
automatically. 

If the car seems to stack up nicely on paper (where, 
you suspect many decisions over choice will be made for 
this workhorse), there remains the question of how the car 
drives. 

Well, it looks the business inside. Pretty businesslike too, 
with lots of black surfaces and a clean look to the dash¬ 
board, where the current trend (craze?) to eliminate buttons 
in favour of a big touchscreen has been restrained enough 
to keep things conveniently manageable. 

No complaints either about the twin-turbo diesel, which 
was quiet at work and pulled strongly, helped along by a 
pleasantly precise gearchange. 

A dash readout of 59mpg at journey’s end will please 
both driver and fleet manager too.

So I went to the Old 
Wulfrunians ground and they were play¬ 
ing Greenborne Harriers in an under-13 
game. And there was this midfielder, 
box to box, good attitude, worked 
hard. 

“His parents came over be¬ 
cause they had seen me in 
watching their elder son Aaron. 

All the scouts liked Aaron and he 
was at Villa. Joleon sort of went 
under the radar. 

“I said ‘he is a good player, he 
is busy, would he like to come to 
Wolves?’ 

“I passed their details on to 
Rob Kelly and he called him up. 

They signed him and made him a 
centre-half. It’s as lucky as that.”

Green had high hopes for Davies and was 
disappointed when he left Molineux for Bol¬ 
ton. 

“I used watch some of them more than 
once, but not with the good ones, not with 
Mark Davies, you only needed to see him 
once,” said Green. “He stood out like a 
sore thumb. He was outstand¬ 
ing but we couldn’t sign 
him then because he 
was too young. I got him 
in for training and the 
rest is history. 

“It was disappointing 
when he left. The former 
academy boss Chris Evans 
knew all about the players 
at Wolves and he took Mark 
to Bolton, I think they paid 
£2m for him.” 

But while Green was 
thrilled to see Lescott and 
Davies progress, be bristles 
with pride when Batth’s name 
is mentioned. 



“Geoff Coleman, the Villa scout, liked him 
and took him to Villa but they bombed him 
out when he was about 10 or 11. 

“Tony Lacey at Wolves then mentioned 
to me one day that the under-11s had some 
good players but nothing at the back. And I 
thought shall I? 

“I phoned up Danny’s 
manager and his mum, 

Stella, and said I was going 
to give him a go. He came 
in and Tony said ‘OK we 
will go with him’. It was

Green’s obsession with Wolves began as a young¬ 
ster and eventually saw him move to the area in 1967. 

“I am from Ilford but I became a Wolves fan at 
11 much to my father’s disgust, he was a West Ham 
fan,” he said. “My dad took me to see them play Char¬ 
lton in 1949 and that was it, I was hooked. 

“I used to have The Pink (Sporting Star) and I used 
to come up and watch when I could afford it. 

“I moved up here in 67. I got a transfer through 
the company I worked for, the Post Office Telephones 
which is now BT. 

“I was able to buy a house in Wolverhampton which 
I could never have done in Ilford. I was next to my 
football club. It was the football club that brought me 
up here. 

“The people in London that I worked with thought 
I was stark raving mad. When I came up here it was 
during the time of Enoch Powell’s Rivers of Blood 
speech. Wolverhampton’s image was just about rock 
bottom. They thought I was going to the depths of 
hell but in fact I was going to Bilbrook.” 

Green’s opportunity to work with Wolves came via 
a chance meeting with legendary Midlands scout Ron 
Jukes who was working for the club. 

“When I worked at BT I got myself pretty well- 


known, I became a manager within the structure. 
Alan Parsons, who worked on the sales side, was 
manager of Boldmere St Michaels,” he said. “I used 
to go around the non-league games and Alan intro¬ 
duced me to Ron. We got talking and he said ‘do you 
get around much?’. 

“I said I like to get round non-league grounds and 
he gave me his card and said ‘if you see anything let 
me know’. 

“Things went from there and I joined as a school¬ 
boy scout in the centre of excellence, that was 23 
years ago. 

“Tony Painter, who was Ron’s assistant, would 
ring me on a Friday and say, ‘can you go and watch 
Cannock schools play or Wolverhampton schools?’. 

Mentality 

“I would go and then put a report in on any players 
that I saw. Something I discovered at the start, is that 
the ones that get signed are the ones with the strong 
mentality, the desire, pushy if you like,” added Green. 
“They want to win and are competitive.” 

Green said his love affair with the old gold and 
black would continue. He and his second wife Jill and 
the youngest of his 14 grandchildren, Sam, are season 
ticket holders. 

And, despite calling time on his scouting exploits 
the 77-year-old is certainly not running out of steam. 
Ending his association with Wolves means he can de¬ 
vote more time to his other love, running. 

The globe-trotting runner will continue to step out 
for Cannock and Stafford Athletics Club and hopes to 
add to the 47 marathons he has run. 

“I ran a 10k for GB Masters in Portugal recently 
and that was about the 20th country I have raced 
in,” he said. “I have done 47 marathons. I have done 
Paris, Rome, New York, Boston, London, Athens. 
I have also done the Himalayan 100-mile. I did the 
four-day 100k in Sahara desert and four years ago I 
did the polar circle marathon in Greenland.”

“I tripped and fell face-first and hit my head 
off a rock, losing my glasses. I was definitely out 
cold and judging by my finishing time it could’ve 
been for a good five minutes - there was nobody 
around to help.”
